Women s rights bill 


goes to Assembly

Caught in a crossfire between

Assembly committee has brea* 
tehed new life into California’s 
Chances of ratifying the pro­ 
posed U.S. equal rights amend­ 
ment. 
After a marathon hearing 
before an overflow crowd of 
more than 1,000 persons, the 
Judiciary Committee late Mon­ 
day night endorsed the ratifica­ 
tion on an 8-2 vote and ushered 
it to the Assembly floor. 
Democratic 
presidential 
hopefuls Shirley Chisholm, Hu­ 
bert Humphrey, George 
Mc­ 
Govern 
and Edmund Muskie 
each had thrown their weight 
behind swift approval of the 
amendment in separate messa­ 
ges to the committeemen. 
Women’s 
rights advocates 
told the committee that appro­ 
val 
of the 
proposed 
27th 
Amendment to the U.S. Consti­ 
tution bv the nation’s most 


populated state was crucial in 
freeing “ a surpressed majori­ 
ty. ” 
But women labor leaders said 
without protections the amend­ 
ment would result in “ equal 
exploitation” of both men and 
women by unscrupulous em­ 
ployers because current work­ 
ing 
protections 
for women 
would be voided. 
“ Equal rights should 
not 
mean loss of rights for women 
but an extension of them to all 
workers,” said Ann Draper, 
representative of the Amalga­ 
mated Clothing Workers. 
She 
said

“ scandalous and shameful” if

legislature 
ratified the 
amendment without preserving 
“every 
labor 
standard 
we 
sweated blood to get.” 
Luella Hanbury, another la­

Coast bill hurdles 


scathing assault 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The 
conservation lobby’s coastline 
protection bill today emerged 
virtually unscathed from a two- 
hour assault by builders, county 
supervisors and Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co. 
The legislation, supported by 
more than 100 conservation 
groups including the 
Sierra 
Club, cleared a subcommittee 
of the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee on a 7-1 vote 
and went to the full committee. 
Assemblyman Robert Bad- 
ham, P-Newport Peach, cast 
the only “no” vote. 
Approval by Ways and Means 
and the Assembly itself is 
expected, although no one is 
giving odds on Senate approval 
of a strong bill to preserve the 
picturesque coast from threa- 
tended over-development. 


On a series of rollcall votes 
Monday, 
the 
subcommittee 
rejected amendments proposed 
by 
opponents. Assomblyman 
Alan Sieroty, D-Beverly hills, 
the bill’s author, protested the 
changes 
would 
damage 
or 
“ gut” the legislation. 
A provision empowering six 
regional commissions to ap­ 
prove or deny applications for 
construction along the coastline 
drew heavy fire from PG and E 
and the builders. 
Paul McCarron, representing 
the California Builders Council, 
said 
the 
legislation 
would 
establish a “ de facto morator­ 
ium” on building along the 
coast 
which 
threatened 
to 
extenend inland across Califor­ 
nia and deny citizens a site on 
which to build a home. 


Moretti worried 


initiative will pass

Assembly Speaker BobMoretti, 
D-Van Nuys, has expressed 
concerned voters might approve 
the Watson initiative if lawma­ 
kers do not pass his $1.5 billion 
tax shift designed to give tax 
relief to property owners. 
Moretti said Monday there 
were two alternatives to his 
bill: The initiative, which he 
described 
as 
“ terribly de­ 
trimental,” or continuation of 
the 
present 
property 
tax 
system, which he said was 
“ intolerable.” 
Moretti made the comments 
as he presented his massive 
property tax relief bill to the 
Assembly Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee. The panel put 
off action on the measure to 
allow time for more hearings. 
It calls for increases in sales, 
income and business taxes in 
addition to a new statewide 
telephone users tax. Moretti 
said it would provide a net tax 
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reduction to 95 per cent of 
married homeowners and a 
large number of married and 
single renters through a reduc­ 
tion in property taxes and other 
provisions. 
Following the hearing, Moret­ 
ti told newsmen the Watson 
ballot measure “ sounds like a 
motherhood issue” but would 
require the state to fill a $1.4 
billion revenue gap. 
He also said that 70 per cent 
of the property tax relief it 
would provide would go to 
business rather than homeown­ 
ers. 
The initiative, which will be 
on the November ballot, is 
sponsored by 
Los Angeles 
County Assessor Philip Watson. 
The 
proposal 
would 
limit 
property tax assessments to 
1.75 per cent of the market 
value and greatly reduce the 
use of property tax revenue for 
support of schools and welfare.

testifies 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (UPI)- 
Detailed 
description of the 
bullet-punctured insides of the 
escape van in which a Marin 
County judge and three others 
were shot to death in 1970 was 
given 
Monday by 
a 
state 
ballistics expert at the Angela 
Davis trial. 
The prosecution 
witness, 
Fred H. Wynbrandt, testified 
that Judge Harold Haley was 
shot from inside the van. He 
said there was a “gaping hole” 
in Haley’s head made by a 
blast from a shotgun with the 
muzzle extremu in contact with 
his face. 
Earlier, 90 exhibits were 
admitted as state evidence, 
including six pistols, 
three 
rifles or carbines and 
three 
shotguns,* 
All but one of the 
12 guns were apparently re­ 
covered from the inside of the 
van. 
Wynbrandt, who will be cross- 
examined by the defense today, 
told the court the van had 12 
bullet marks-some entrance 
holes, some exit holes and some 
dimples from ricochets. 
Miss Davis, a former UCLA 
philosophy 
instructor, 
is 
charged with supplying some of 
the 
weapons 
used 
in 
the 
courtroom escape attempt at 
the Marin County Civic Center, 
including the sawed-off shotgun 
taped around Haley's ne* k. 
In addition to the shotgun 
blast, Haley was hit in the 
chest by a bullet from a .357 
magnum pistol a kidnaper took 
from

deputy 
inside the 
courthouse. 
Assistant Distrid Attorney 
Gary Thomas previously told 
the court that he took a .357 
magnum pistol from Jonathan 
Jackson and fired it at all four 
of tin- kidnapers. 
The state claims that 17-year- 
old Jackson entered Haley’s 
courtroom, shouted "This is 
it,” and released the three con­ 
victs, The foursome then took 
the 
judge and four otIters 
hostage, allegedly to demand 
release of the “Soledad Bro­ 
thers” from prison.

To meet current needs, how­ 
ever, many interesting and im­ 
portant changes are taking place 
in furnishings. 
In wood furniture and up­ 
holstery 
alike, modular and

to hold more, work with tmer 
precision, and adjust and adapt 
to many spaces and uses.

“ Yim (Idti'l have tii biuld a 
new house to have a new home. 
Nor do you have to buy a house 
full ol furniture to create a new 
environment,” 
riiese are basic beliefs of 
Margaret Ward, home econo­ 
mist for the Southern I urm- 
ture Manulacturers Association, 
She also has ideas on how to 
approach home decorating - 
starting with carelul planning, 
budgeting, and analysis ol indi­ 
vidual needs. 
“ With these,” she contin­ 
ued, “ you may transform the 
lour walls of your house inio an 
inviting home that is uniquely 
yours.” 
Developing a plan belore 
puichasirig furniture is a major 
key to success. Miss Ward said, 
f urniture preferences can be 
determined by studying maga­ 
zines, newspapers and books, 
and visiting museums, model 
rooms, homes and stores. 
Checking several stores will 
show the home decorator, she 
continued, what furniture is 
available, how various effects 
can be created with the same 
type of furniture, and which 
styles appeal to the purchaser 
when they are seen firsthand. 
“ For most of us,” Miss Ward 
said, “ shopping for furniture is 
like shopping for a new car. 
“ You know what you like 
the instant you see it, but 
what’s inside is a puzzle too in­ 
tricate to piece together.” 
Shopping at a reliable store 
which carries quality brand 
names assures the consumer of 
quality and performance, she 
said. Each piece of furniture 
should be both beautiful and 
functional. Durability, comfort, 
and ease of care are also de­ 
sirable. 
Unless you know furniture 
as a mechanic does a car,” Miss 
Ward continued, “ you must ex­ 
amine furniture yourself and 
know what to look for, where 
to look, and equally important, 
what to ask.” 
She gave the following point­ 
ers on examining wood lurni- 
ture - or casegoods as the turni- 
ture industry calls it - once a 
consumer finds an attractive 
style and design. 
1. Rubbing your hand across 
the top should give a smooth 
feel and no indication of ripples. 
The finish should be clear, not 
cloudy. 
2. Check to see if furniture 
which will be placed away from 
the wall has the back panel 
finished smoothly in the same 
tone as the rest of the wood. 
Unexposed parts need not be 
finished in the same quality as 
exposed parts, but they should 
be sanded smooth and stained 
to match the rest of the piece. 
3. Check drawers to see it 
they slide easily. The drawer 
Itself should he sturdy, especial­ 
ly at the joints. In furniture of 
superior quality, the joinings are 
as near perfectly matched as 
possible, smooth and 
tigiu. 
Crevices' and gaps filled with 
glue show inferior workman- 


ship. A dust panel, a solid panel 
of 
wood 
between drawers, 
keeps the inside ol casegoods 
clean. 
4. Make certain doors and 
catches lunction properly. 
5. Fxamme the hardware. It 
should be attractive, securely 
attached 
and 
appropriately 
scaled for the piece. 
6. Read labels on the care ol 
the finish and its resistance to 
stains and scratches whether it 
be solid wood, veneer or plastic. 
7. Measure your room space 
to be certain (urniture is the 
riglit size. Also determine if the 
inside space is adequate for 
your particular needs.

The durability and comfort 
of upholstered pieces depend 
largely on this unseen inside 
construction, she said, so buy­ 
ing from a reliable dealer is most 
important. For comfort, the 
furniture must be suited to the 
size of the individuals using it 
Miss Ward suggested the fol­ 
lowing considerations in buying 
upholstered furniture; 
1. Make certain the furniture 
appeals to you in color as well 
as style and design. Don’t dis­ 
miss a pleasing shape because of 
the fabric. TTie store can usual­ 
ly order the piece in a variety 
of upholstery coverings. How­ 
ever, 
the 
consumer should 
choose a fabric m the weiglit 
and general category of the one 
shown. For example, don’t try 
to substitute a delicate silk 
material for a heavy fur fabric. 
2. Check the tailoring as an 
indication of overall workman­ 
ship. Upholstery should have a 
smooth appearance with plaids, 
stripes and prints matched and 
centered 
if possible. 
Skirts 
should hang straiglit and even.

...to outrun 
Lompoc's big 3 


(First of two-part series) 


It's6:30 in the morning, loggy, cold. 
If you happen to be out running, as are Terry 
Williams, Roger Hansen and Alvin Gilmore, you don’t 
have much competition for space on the town’s 
streets and sidewalks that comprise your workout 
course 
This is the day of a meet, so Williams and Hansen 
decide to run only four or five miles Gilmore is 
running by himself, as he usually does 
An occasional dog acts as a pacer for the two 
Lompoc High runners as they slice through thick 
banks of fog, laughing and talking 
People driving by don’t pay much attention. One or 
two glance over, shiver, and push the car heater 
control over to “ high 
This is the way Williams, Hansen and Gilmore start 
the day. zevery day, all year long They run again 
after school, when the infamous Lompoc wind is at its 
best. They run after meets, too, and by the end of the 
week, each has logged between 65 and KM) miles 
Tops in U.S. 
The end result of that effort is that the three 
Lompoc High runners comprise the nucleus of 
probably the most talented group of high school 
distance runners in the United States. 
This is no idle statement. In cross country, for 
instance, the big three led Lompoc to a GIF 4-A 
championship, on a day when they performed below 
par. In 1971 it was a 3-A championship, and in 70 they 
took the 2-A crown. Before that it was fourth, fourth, 
ninth and ninth in the 2-A competition. 
In track, Williams has a stack of two-mile-and up 
records as thick as a phone book. Gilmore is one of the 
state (and country’s) top prep milers, and Hansen, 
while not a consistent record breaker, usually finishes 
just behind Williams, with the rest of the field far 
behind 
Put Williams, Hansen and Gilmore on a track 
against any other three runners from any high school 


in the country, in any distance from a mile up, and bet 
the farm on the Lompocans. 
For the record, their best mile and two-mile times 
are: Williams 4:22 and 8:57.3, Hansen 4 22 and 9:19 4, 
Gilmore 4:15 9 and 9 22 
The big three are the cream of the crop of a 
distance man platoon that is the envy of high schools 
everywhere. 
Williams and Gilmore were sixth graders (1966) the 
last time Lompoc High lost a dual or triangular cross 
country meet. Their string is presently at 60. 
No end in sight 
Opposing coaches looking forward to an end to the 
Iiong Blue lane’s relentless dominance in distance 
running can keep on looking. 
Hansen was the only senior on the cross country 
team. Williams and Gilmore are juniors, as are Tony 
Nunez and Jim Warrick Jim Schankel and ferry 
Jackson are sophomores. 
And when that group is gone, their shoes will be 
filled by members of this year’s undefeated JV and 
frosh-soph teams 
Lompoc’s distance prowess didn’t come about by 
accident It all started with a man named Frank 
Hiatt, who began coaching at Lompoc in 62 and 
departed last summer for Indiana 
“ Hiatt got the whole thing going, 
says Gilmore. 
“ He builds you into being a winner, 
says Williams. 
“ He talks you into being a champ. It isn’t that he 
knows a lot about track... he just knows what to say. 
He gave me confidence to run as well as I did. 
“ Hiatt developed a fine program, 
says Dick 
Johnson, the man who was hired from Ventura High 
to fill Hiatt’s shoes this year as track and cross 
country coach 
Johnson’s job 
Johnson will have his hands full trying to carry on 
the Lompoc tradition, but so far there has been no 
letup. 
“ I was apprehensive (about the cross country 
team» until the Mt Sac cross country meet (where 
Lompoc took first in a field of dozens of top schools) 
Johnson saw what the team could do After the Mt 
Sac meet he said: “ These guys are very physical 
runners, and I’d have to rate them on a par with 
anyone in the nation as a group. They have 
devastating balance

Syracuse, N Y . who stunned officials five years ago by 
entering under the name “ K Switzer" when the Marathon was still 
exclusively a man’s race, finished third in the women’s division and had a 
better tune than nearly 4(H) men 


Comedian Dick Gregory, who says lie s down to 98 pounds in his 
year long ant iwai fast, ran about 25 miles but pulled a muscle in his right leg 
and failed to finish 
The 64 year old sentimental favorite in the race, John A Kelley, 
competed in his 41st Marathon but was not among the tirst 700 finishers and 
his time was not recorded 


The field of 1,081 starters was so crowded when the gun went off that 
hundreds of runners had to walk for the first eighth of a mile because there 
was no room to move 
Mrs. Kuscsik led from start to finish in the women's division, the tirst

Swanson, then 
the winged left fielder of the 
Cincinnati Reds, circled the 
bases in 13.3 seconds. 
Last year Mickey Rivers 
at the California Angels, re­ 
puted to be the fastest run- 
*#r in baseball, t r i e d his 
?k before a game and was 
imed in the 360-foot distance 
i 14.3, a full second off. 
It is true that someone 
omewhere might have run 
ut an inside-the-park homer 
ti faster time. But in no in- 
tancewas that man clocked 
Swanson's mark has stood 
ince he broke the record of 
3 8 set by Hans L o b e r t 
arlier in 1929. 
In those earlier days, var­ 


ious field contests, such as 
foot r a c e s , fungo-hitting. 
homer-hitting, bunt-and-run 
to first base, and catchers 
throwing i n t o overturned 
barrels at second base, were 
held before games and be­ 
tween doubleheaders. 
Between g a m e s of the 
Reds-Boston Braves double- 
header on Sept 15, 1929, a 
circle-the-bases contest was 
held Swanson r a c e d two 
o t h e r fellows against the 
clock He started in a sprint­ 
er’s crouch 
behind

plate 
Swanson beat the record 
and collected $75 prize 
Contests of this nature be­ 
gan to wane in the 1930s. No 
one really knows why it hap­ 
pened. Perhaps for the same 
reason that sprints, especial­ 
ly, are r a r e l y held any 
longer. Players and mana­ 
gers are fearful of having a 
pulled muscle deter the race 
for a pennant.

Lake reports 
looking good

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing has been on the very spotty side, mainly 
due to the jelly fish invasion And then heavy seas, which 
washed them out to sea. made fishing almost impossible 
A check with Harbor Associates who operate the Port San 
Luis launching facility, shows that over a six day period, 38 
boats were launched and brought in 43 salmon Heavy seas 
have been the order of the day along the coast, easing up at 
the weekend, with not too many boats out 
Commercial salmon fishing opened last week, and it will 
be interesting to see where the fish actually are. Ihese 
boats have heavyweights, and can carry their gear into 
much deeper water than the average sports fisherman. 
Some of the local rock fishermen went out of San Simeon, 
and except for the heavy seas that brought them in early, 
they found fishing fabulous. 
Large ling cod were taken, and cabezone up to twenty 
pounds. The fishing operation is run by Yirg Moores ot 
Morro Bay, who can be contacted as to hours of departure 
From all accounts, it is well worth the trip 
We have heard of excellent rock tishing anyplace north of 
Piedra Blanco lighthouse. The road is now an easy way to 
reach the water, as the fencing has in most cases been 
removed. The bottom is very rocky, and one must expect to 
lose lots of gear Tobacco sacks filled with sand make a 
cheap and expendible sinker! 
Surf fishing, which was getting good, had a setback also, 
but with the ocean calming down, should be excellent at 
local beaches. 
FRESH W ATER FISHING 
Lake San Antonio, one of our newer lakes, is the answer 
to a bass angler’s prayer, with the black bass coming into 
the shallows to spawn 
Fish up to 8 pounds are not 
uncommon but 3 to 5 pounds is about the average take. Also 
lots of crappie and catfish, and the ever-present redear 
perch and blue gill 
This lake is in Monterey County close to Nacimiento 
Lake, and is operated by Monterey County Parks Dept. 
Three launching ramps, and 460 camp sites are avadable, 
with barbecue pits, picnic tables and all facilities kept in 
good shape. A warm-water fisherman s haven 
Concessions are open year 
round and everything 
necessary to an angling camper is taken care ot So tor 
good bass fishing we heartily recommend this popular 
water. 
Nacimiento Lake reports that with the advent ot warm 
weather, fishing was picking up. But the sudden cold snap 
last week slowed things up. 
However white bass and crappie have been the center ot 
activities, with black bass on the quiet side 
Catfishing still holding up, in spite of chilly nights, with 
large channel cats showing up on the stringers 
Margarita Lake slowed up, we fished here last week with 
little luck The crappie were conspicious by their absence. 
Water is low but very fishable over the shallows and White 
Oak Flats. The road below the flats is closed for repairs, so 
Vaca Point is out for the present 
Lopez reports that black bass fishing has been good A 
planting of trout last week helped the cold water tishing 
angle, which had slowed down It has been noticed that 
after a plant the fish hit for Cottonwood and appeared to 
school up before scattering. But at this time the fish appear 
to head towards the entrance of the Arroyo Grande Creek 
and under the concrete entrance bridge, inaccessible 
except by boat 
tho one get there by a long tiring walk 
along side the swimming area. 
A planting gave Laguna Lake and Oceano Lagoon a shot 
in the arm. but the water is getting warm Do not look for 
much more stocking of these waters 
Cachuma and Casitas Lakes good on Bass and cattish
